ACCUSED OF GRAFT 


DOCUMENTS SHOW

With the Freeh.Armnies, Aug. 23.— 


A veritable scandal in the German 
army is revealed in official documents 
taken from recently captured prison- 
ers, showing that the occasional mu- 
nition 
crises 
and 
shortages 
from 
which Germany is known to suffer are 
in part due to the munitions wasted 
and stolen and demonstrating the 
seriousness of the metal 
shortage 


which Germany is at this lime facing. 


In order that not a single ounce of 
metal be wasted premiums were of- 
fered-by -the minister of war to the 
soldiers for returning all used car- 
tridges, shells and bits of metal with 
which every battlefield is covered. 
The premiums offered were so at- 
tractive that the soldiers hit upon the 
idea of taking the shel-ls, cartridges 
and munitions served them, mutilat- 
ing or otherwise destroying them and 
then returning the broken bits as so 
much metal picked up in the trenches 
and or. the battlefields. 
Full details of the graft and scandal 
are contained in an official circular 
of the German minister of war, which 
reads as follows:

Janesville's schools 
"will not 
open 
•until Monday, September 17th, 
two 
weeks later than the regular sched- 
ule called for. This 
decision was 
reached by the officers of .tie school 
board this morning after they had ob- 
tained the approval of a. majority of 
the members. The postponement ap- 
plies to the opening iof the several 
grade schools of the city as well as 
the high school. 
The two1 weeks of 
work missed at this time will be made 
up during the year, a week of it by 
shortening 
the 
Christmas vacation 
one week, and the remainder during 
the year, probably by cutting down 
on the Thanksgiving and Easter holi- 
Idays and by doing away with some of 
the half holidays which ordinarily oc- 
cur in each school year. 
The decision 
of the school 
board 
came directly as a result of the activ- 
ity of S. M. Smith, president of .the 
board, acting in- answer to a very wide- 
spread agitation for such a step, not 
only in the'city, but throughout the 
entire state. Edgerton and Eau Claire 
high schools will not open until late, 
while many of the smaller schools are 
postponing the opening until late in 
September, that the pupils who are. 
employed on farms may devote their 
entire time to the work of the harvest. 
Another consideration which influ- 
enced the decision of the school board 
was the general- dissatisfaction felt 
by educators over the first week or 
two of school, when it is started dur- 
ing thp hot weather of early Septem- 
ber. 
Many believe that but little of 
real value is accomplished during that 
period and that greater results may 
be obtained by withholding the open- 
ing of school 
and cutting down on 
some of the mid-year vacations. 
Tn the present shortage of labor it 
was felt not only unwise hut agains.li 
the best interests of the country to 
take away from the farmers at the 
harvest time a large number of hands. 
Many of the 'high school boys arc em- 
ployed on farms, and many from the 
grades are assisting materially in the 
farm work: their removal to go to 
school would have left vacancies im- 
possible to fill.

Government to Take Decided Steps 


Toward Conserving All 
Sup- 


plies in Country. 


The government is to take stock of 
the nation's food supply. Already the 
preliminary work has been started in 
Hock county. 
In order that the president, congress 
and the other officials of the govern- 
ment may be able to base needed ac- 
tion on a knowledge of what the na- 
tional larder contains, and how it 
measures up to the needs of the mil- 
lions of breakfast, dinner, and supper 
tables of the nation, the United States 
department of agriculture will begin 
immediately to make a quick survey 
of available foods and feeds through-- 
out the country. This will cover sup- 
plies on the farms, in factories, ana 
commercial stores and warehouses, ir 
retail shops, and on the shelves and 
in the bins of the family pantry. The 
work will be carried on principally by 
the bureau of markets, the bureau of 
crop estimates, the bureau of chemis- 
:ry, and states relations service of the 
department, with funds appropriated 
'or the purpose In the recently enact- 
ed food production bill. 
The survey is to be made as of the 
date, August 31, and it is expected that 
tatistics on the amounts of certain 
mportant products can be supplied 
within three or four weeks after the 
ood survey is begun. 
In carrying out the nation-wide food 
urvoy, both actual inventories and 
istimates 
will 
be 
employed. Esti- 
nates of the food and feed products 
n farms will be made for the whole 
ountry by the bureau of crop esti- 
mates through 35,000 picked co-oper- 
ators in the field.

clmg inspectors and state and 
local 
health officials and inspectors, and for 
representative country districts by the 
states relations service through coun- 
ty agent and local farm bureaus and 
other local agencies. 
Through these 
agencies certain selected districts will 
be canvassed 
and an estimate will 


then be made for the entire country. 
The nearly one hundred items on 


which statistics are to be gathered in- 
clude grains and seeds, grain
